T h e Grand Rapids Herald-Review comments on the fact that 
over 1,400 youn# people recently graduated from the University 
of Minnesota anti points out; that this m atter of acquiring an edu 
cation is becoming cumulative— the more who have a college de­ 
gree, the greater becomes the need of it. 
The Herald-Review in 
its comment is considering chiefly the need of an education from 
an economic viewpoint and refers to the fact that competition is 
keen in almost every field of human endeavor. 
Now no one would seriously argue th a t all those 1,400 young 
men and women who received their degrees at the University in 
June are really educated. 
Undoubtedly a surprising number of 
them managed to worm their way through semester examinations 
without being overburdened with any great amount of knowledge. 
But making all due allowances for the college graduates who have 
not really been interested in acquiring much knowledge, the gen­ 
eral trend toward higher education is decidedly bneficial to the 
human race. 
It matters not whether the education has been acquired in 
some college or along the walks of life, the person who has read 
and studied has virtually traveled in worlds which others arc* not 
even conscious that exist. 
That experience itself is worth all the 
effort that has been expended in the process of training the mind 
and developing the senses. 
The vast sum of human knowledge has become so great thai 
no person in the course of a lifetime can become fam iliar will) 
more than a very small corner of it. 
But the pleasure that comes 
from traveling only a short distance into any one field is so great, 
th a t it alone is worth the price paid for it. 
Then outside of the actual knowledge that may be acquired 
in any one field there is a certain menial poise that comes to a 
trained mind and a sense af correctly estimating relative values 
that will make fo r more individual happiness and freedom than 
any other possession that can be acquired during a lifetime. 
Another consideration worth weighing in the m atter of plac­ 
ing a value on education is the indisputable fact that a well trained 
mind functions to advantage in almost any situation. 
It m atters 
not in what field of knowledge the ability to do independent think­ 
ing has been acquired, it is a possession that enables a man to 
m ake,a success of almost any work to which he seriously applies 
himself. 
So let us have more education in our schools, homes, theaters, 
in the social gatherings in our farm ing communities and in all our 
institutions. 
If we are going to farm, it is well to make a study 
of the business, not necessarily in a school of agriculture lint in 
Hie home also, and m aster the subjects sp that there is a joy iii do­ 
ing it well. 
The man who is conducting a store and who studies the art 
of handling merchandise derives a great deal more satisfaction 
out of his business than the individual who just stumbles along, 
besides making more of a financial success of it. 
Education pays from the economic viewpoint hut irrespective 
of a m an’s earning power it is a prize worth having for what it 
does to th e ‘individual himself.— Princeton Union.
